This  pun¬ 
ishment  they  suffered  three  Sundays,  were 
imprisoned  for  some  time,  and  then  banished 
the  realm.  This  converted  above  one  hun¬ 
dred  persons  present,  who  swore  they  would 
never  hear  mass  more.  And  further,  upon 
the  10th  of  September,  1559,  the  archbishop 
caused  this  image  to  be  broken  down,  although 
he  himself  had  caused  it  to  be  set  up  at  his 
coming  to  that  see,  after  it  had  been  pulled 
down  once  before  by  George  Browne,  the 
former  archbishop,  in  king  Edward’s  time,”

CONSOLATION. 

Permanence  is  the  property  of  the  perma¬ 
nent.  But  how  is  it  with  us?  Our  contin¬ 
gencies  dissolve  and  perish — the  victims  of 
perpetual  decay  and  change.  Life  and  death, 
as  they  are  called,  which  seem  at  first  of  con- 
trarious  natures,  unite  together  at  the  last,  the 
one  succeeding  to  the  place  of  the  other. 

The  one  originating  from  corruption,  which 
is  our  mother,  and  proceeding  through  ail  the 
changes  of  corruption,  terminates  in  corrup¬ 
tion,  the  end  of  life  ;  the  other  concludes  the 
scene  of  our  afflictions,  and  oft  transplants 
us  to  the  realms  of  bliss.  I  know  not  if  it  can 
Justly  be  entitled  death,  more  terrible  in  the 
name  than  in  the  substance.  Indeed, our  reason 
is  most  preposterous,  our  mi  mis  most  weak  ; 
we  dread  those  things  which  present  no  cause 
of  fear,  and  those  which  we  ought  to  shun  we 
consider  as  desirable.  There  is  one  life — to 
look  forward  to  the  life  above.  'Phere  is  one 

death — sin  ;  for  it  is  that  which  destroys  the  j  forsake  thee.”  'Phere  is  a  stanza,  which  very 


FIVE  NEGATIVES. 

It  is  known  that  two  negatives  in  English 
arc  equivalent  to  an  affirmative.  They  destroy 
each  other.  But  it  is  not  so  in  Greek.  They 
strengthen  the  negation;  and  a  third  negative 
makes  it  stronger  still,  and  so  a  fourth,  and  a 
fifth.  How  strong^re  negatives  must  make 
a  negation  !  But  do  five  ever  occur  ?  W  hether 
they  ever  occur  in  the  Greek  classics,  I  do 
not  know  ;  but  in  the  Greek  of  the  New  Tes¬ 
tament  there  is  an  instance  of  the  kind.  And 
what  is  that?  Are  the  five  negatives  used  to 
strengthen  any  threatening?  No.  They  arc 
connected  with  a  promise,  one  of  the  “  excecd- 
ing  great  and  precious  promises,”  which  arc 
given  unto  us.  The  case  occurs  in  Heb.  xiii. 
5,  “  for  He  hath  said,  I  will  never  leave  thee, 
nor  forsake  thee.”  There  five  negatives  are 
employed.  We  translate  but  two  of  them; 
but  there  they  all  are,  as  any  one  may  see 
who  looks  into  his  Greek  Testament.  Now, 
they  need  not  all  have  been  there.  They 
are  not  all  necessary  to  express  the  simple 
idea  that  God  will  ncvef  forsake  his  people. 
There  must  have  been  iltaign  in  multiplying 
negatives  so.  I  do  not  believe  the  phrase- 
ology  was  accidental,  and  1  think  it  not  diffi¬ 
cult  to  guess  the  design.  Go<l  meant  to  be 
believed  in  that  thing.  He  would  secure  the 
confidence  of  his  children  in  that  particular. 
He  knew  how  prone  they  were  to  doubt  his 
constancy — how  strongly  inclined  to  that 
form  of  unbelief — and  how  liable  to  be 
harassed  by  the  dread  of  being  forsaken 
by  him;  and  he  would  therefore  make 
assurance  more  than  doubly  sure.  So 
instead  of  saying  simply,  “  I  will  not  leave 
thee,”  which  alone  would  have  been 
enough,  lie  adils,  “  nor  forsake  thee;”  and  in¬ 
stead  of  leaving  it  thus,  “  I  will  not  leave  thee, 
I  will  not  forsake  thee,”  he  uses  language 
equivalent  to  the  following:  “I  will  not,  I 
will  not  leave  thee  ;  1  will  never,  never,  never 


solitude  of  learning.  So  it  was  with  the  child 
Barrow.

to  me,  and  my  ^oy  shall  carry  them  in  his 
portmanteau,  and  ease  you  of  that  luggage.’ 
‘But,’ said  he,’  supjwse  your  boy  sliould  be 
robbed.’ ‘That’s  pleasant,’  said  I ;  ‘do  you  think 
there  are  persons  padding  on  the  road  for 
sermons?’  ‘Why,  what  have  you?’ said  he  ;  ‘it 
may  be  five  or  six  guineas ;  I  hold  my  sermons 
at  a  greater  rate,  for  they  cost  me  much  pains 
and  time.’  ‘  Well,  then,’  said  I,  ‘  if  you’ll  secure 
my  five  or  six  guineas  against  lay  padders. 
I’ll  secure  your  sermons  against  ecclesiastical 
highwaymen.’  This  was  agreed;  he  emptied  his 
pockets,  and  filled  my  portmanteau  with  his  di¬ 
vinity,  and  w  e  had  the  good  fortune  to  come  safe 
to  our  journey’s  end,  and  to  bring  both  our  trea¬ 
sures  to  London.”  Barrow,  on  the  one  hand, 
was  vigorous  in  his  mind  as  in  his  limbs  ;  his 
frame  was  of  iron.  When  a  school-boy  at  the 
Charter  House,  his  amusements  were  always 
violent,  and  frequently  dangerous  ;nor  did  his 
youthful  courage  of  daring  ever  forsake  him.

ROMISH  IMPOSTURE. 

“  Tlio  litanv  was  sung  in  English,”  after 
queen  Eliz.nbcth’s  accession,  “  in  Christ 
C’burch,  Dublin,  'riiis  gave  great  offence  lo  j  price.  In  this  dilemma  she  consult- 

somc  of  the  Popish  zealots,  reckoning  aright  j  ,„g  upon  the  advisability  of  going  to  Paris 


that  tho  use  of  the  mass  was  in  danger  of 
being  laid  aside  in  that  cathedral.  Something 
therefore  was  to  he  done,  now  or  never,  to  keep 
the  reputation  of  the  old  superstition;  and 
a  miracle  was  to  be  shown  in  the  said  church 
the  next  Sunday,  when  tlic  lord-lieutenant, 
the  archbishop,  and  the  rest  of  the  privy 
council  were  there  at  service.  There  was  in 
that  cathedral  an  image  of  Christ,  in  marble, 
standing  with  a  rt^ed  in  his  band  and  the 
crown  of  thorns  on  his  head  ;  and,  while  ser¬ 
vice  was  saying  before  this  great  assembly, 
blood  was  seen  to  run  through  the  crevices  of 
the  crown  of  thorns,  trickling  down  the  face 
of  the  crucifix.  The  people  did  not  perceive 
it  at  first,  therefore  some  who  were  in  the 
fraud  cried  out  to  one  another,  and  bade  them 
BCC  how  oiir  Saviour’s  image  sweat  hloo<l ! 
Whereat  several  of  the  common  people  fell 
down,  with  their  hcad.s  in  their  hands,  and 
prayed  to  the  image.  Vast  numbers  flocked 
lo  the  sight ;  and  one  present,  who  indeed  was 
the  contriver,  and  formerly  belonged  to  the 
priory  of  llic  caibedral,  tohl  the  people  the 
cause,  viz:  “'Phat  he  could  not  choose  bfit 
gwcalblood,  whilst  heresy  was  then  come  into 
the  church  1”  The  confusion  hereupon  was 
so  great  that  the  assembly  broke  up.  But 
the  people  still  fell  upon  their  knees,  lliumj)- 
ing  tlicir  breasts  ;  and  particularly  one  of  tlie 
aldermen  and  mayor  of  the  city,  whose  name 
was  Sedgrave,  and  who  had  been  at  life 
Fbiglisli  service,  drew  forth  bis  beads,  and 
prayed  with  ibc  rest  before  the  image.  The 
lord  Sussex  and  those  of  the  privy  council 
hastened  out  of  the  choir,  fearing  some  harm. 
But  the  arclibishop  of  Dublin,  being  displeased, 
caused  a  form  to  be  brongbl  out  of  the  choir, 
and  bade  the  sexton  of  the  chiircli  to  stand 
thereon,  and  to  search  and  wash  the  imago,  and 
see  if  it  would  bleed  afresh.  Tlie  man  soon 
perceived  the  cheat,  observing  a  sponge  within 
the  hollow  of  the  image’s  head.  'J'his  sponge, 
one  Leigh,  soinetinic  a  monk  of  this  catlie- 
(Jrul,  had  soaked  in  a  howl  of  blood  ;  and 
early  on  Sunday  morning,  watching  his  op¬ 


to  improve  her.self.  Of  course  she  was  una¬ 
ware  of  my  early  pre  judices.  She  must  soon 
have  perceived  them  when,  with  must  anti- 
pnrisian  plainness,  I  made  merit  ion  of  her  years, 
of  the  little  time  that  remained  to  make  pro¬ 
vision  for  the  flesh,  that  her  difficulties  if  in¬ 
creasing  with  age,  must  also  be  shortening — 
that  tho  little  pro|»erty  she  had  might  be  bet¬ 
ter  applied  to  the  diminished  necessities  of 
her  diminished  years,  than  expended  in  specu¬ 
lation  upon  future  gains.  In  short — for  I 
have  never  concealed  my  prejudices — I  told 
her  1  had  seen  many  injured  hy  going  to  Paris, 
but  few  improved  by  it — that  slic  would  de¬ 
prive  herself  of  religious  comforts  and  advan- 
tagc.s,  so  necessary  to  her  age  and  slate  of 
mind  ;  and  I  doubted  if  what  she  would  gain 
would  beany  recommendation  to  serious  fami¬ 
lies  on  her  return. 

She  tlianked  me,  and  left  me,  and  I  thought 
no  more  of  her  till  two  years  after,  I  was 
sitting  in  the  same  chair,  in  the  same  apart¬ 
ment — how  some  people  stand  still  and  let 
the  world  co  by  them! — when  a  lady  was 
shown  in  !  It  was  even  Dorothy  ;  but  w  hat  a 
change!  Never  shall  I  forget  the  sight  of  her. 
Flaxen  curls,  of  which  each  one  was  as  large 
as  a  penny  roll,  were  ranged  in  trippic  rows 
on  cither  side  her  face;  a  smart  silk  hat,  of 
many  colors,  was  so  ohliqntly  placed  as  lo 
shadow'  one  half  only.  Her  wizen  face  had 
acquired  n  coloring  which  I  did  not  take  lo 
be  the  Hush  of  yonlh.  'riic  rest  was  in  keep¬ 
ing;  bracelets,  and  cliains,  and  rufllcs,  and 
flounces,  had  swclletl  out  her  person  to  am¬ 
ple  proportions  with  its  height.  M'hilst  I  sat 
in  blank  amaze,  “  I  am  come,”  said  Dorothy, 
with  a  fantastic  and  tripfiliiig  tone,  “  to  show 
yon  that  I  was  not  injured  by  going  to  Paris.” 
I  looked  i.ntcntiy  in  her  face — 1  am  almost 
afraid  I  laughed;  but  Dorothy,  nothing  abash¬ 
ed  by  my  vulgar  gaze,  went  on  to  assure  me 
nothing  could  be  so  false  as  had  been  my  pre¬ 
judices.

tle  boy  and  girl  ought  to  thank  Him  for  giving 
them  souls,  that  may  be  constantly  increasing 
in  knowledge  and  happiness,  and  then  dwell 
with  (Jod,  and  that  he  has  not  made  them  like 
brutes,  that  can  frolic  for  a  few  ^ibrs,  and 
then  die,  and  nothing  more  he  known  of  tbein.

The  surrounding  scenery,  and  the 
solemn  and  animating  associations  of  the 
place,  ajipeared  to  produce  no  eft'cct  upon  the 
boy  :  “  Tliere  goes  Thomas,”  said  the  sorrowful 
father,” caring  for  none  of  these  things;”  yet 
that  very  Thomas  Warton  was  to  become,  in  a 
few  years,  one  of  the  most  elegant  writers  of 
his  age,  and  to  entertain,  throughout  his  life, 
the  most  ardent  attnehment  lo  every  ancient 
castle,  and  decoration  ofchivalry,aud  iiionastic 


shower.
